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Remarks 

Claims 1-7 and 9-14 are currently pending in the Application, Claim 15 is newly 
presented herein, and Claim 6 is herein canceled without prejudice. 

Allowable Claims 

Applicant acknowledges with gratitude the Examiner's indication of allowability as to 
Claims 3-6 and 12-13. - 

Summary of claim amendments 

This response amends Claim 1 to recite features of Claim 6 found patentable by the 
Examiner and cancels Claim 6 without prejudice. No new matter has been added. 

This response amends Claim 14 to recite features of Claim 6 found patentable by the 
Examiner. No new matter has been added. 

New claim 

This response adds new Claim 1 5 to more completely claim the invention. New Claim 1 5 
recites limitations of Claim 1-3 found patentable by the Examiner. No new matter has 
been added. 

35 U.S.C. $103(a) Rejection 

Claims 1-2, 7, 9-1 1 and 14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being obvious in 
view of applicant's Admitted Prior Art (APA) (Figure IB) and further in view of Won 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,046,785) or Kubo (JP 10-161 1 14). 

Applicant acknowledges with gratitude the Examiner's indication of allowability as to 
claims 3-6 and 12-13. Applicant traverses the Examiner's rejection of Claims 1-2, 7, 9-1 1 
and 14 and disagree that these claims are obvious in view of applicant's Admitted Prior 
-Art (APA) (Figure IB) and further in view of Won (U.S. Patent No. 6,046,785) or Kubo 
(JP 10-161 1 14). However, in the interest of moving this application to issue. Applicant 
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has amended Claims 1 and 14 to include limitations of Claim 6 found patentable by the 
Examiner in the Office Action and cancelled Claim 6 without prejudice, expressly 
reserving the right to present these or any other rejected claims or claims directed to other 
disclosed subject matter in a future divisional or continuation application. Further, 
Applicant has added new Claim 15 reciting limitations of Claims 1-3 found patentable by 
the Examiner in the Office Action.
